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Finish Season In Camellia Bowl 
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Trustees Make 
Big Change In 
Requirements

Following a two year study, the 
California State College Board of 
Trustees approved raising the ad 
standards for freshmen 
state colleges 


mission 
entering the in a 
meeting on campus Thursday. 

For the first time freshmen will 
be evaluated on both their high 
school grade point average in all 
subjects and obtained 
on the American College Test 
(ACT) or Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT). Eligibility will be deter- 
mined by a weighted combination 
of grade point average and apti 
tude test score. To illustrate, a stu- 
dent with a grade point average of 
2.64 and an ACT score of 21 (ap 
proximately the 50th centile for 
all freshmen students) would 
achieve a weighted score equal to 
the minimum level. 


Freshmen 

Under this system, an entering 
freshman with a high grade point 
average and a low aptitude score 
would be eligible for admission. 
The reverse also would be true. 
Previously, entering freshmen need- 
ed 14 above average semester 
grades, which had to include A's 
and B's in six college prep classes. 


the score 


The new standard is expected 
to trim freshmen eligible for ad- 
mission from the now existing 40 
percent to the top one third of all 
graduating seniors. 


Trustees Expect 

The trustees expect the new 
standard to minimize the unbal- 
ance of sexes in the colleges. 
Members of the board pointed out 
Thursday that women entering the 
state colleges have a higher grade 
point average than men, but men 
usually score higher on the apti- 
tude tests. 


The trustees also are on record 
as favoring a 15 per cent pay raise 
for faculty members. The pro- 
posed pay scale would raise the 
range for a full professor's highest 
classification from the present level 
of $13,260 - $16,116 to a new 
level of $17,772 - $21,612. 


Increase Pay 
The recommendation would in- 
crease pay for top administrative 
personnel by a somewhat ‘ower 
percentage. 


The board Friday also approved 
raising the fees ito $17 per sum- 
mer semester unit. Previously the 
efes had been $14.25 per unit. 
Summer session faculty members 
also will receive a pay boost, ac- 
cording to their academic rank and 
the number of units taught.

Paul Sax, who announced he 
would seek an opinion in the mat 
ter from the Board of Justice. 

Poswali intentionally stirred up 
a hornet’s nest during the Wed- 
nesday board session to get a 
ruling from the chair. 

Out of Order 

An ex-officio, non-voting BOD 
member, Poswall was quickiy de- 
clared out of order by Vice Presi- 
dent Ron Arrants, presiding of- 
ficer. who asserted: 

“The chair makes a ruling to 
end this whole childish thing. You 
(Poswall) are an ex-officio mem- 
ber and have no right to make a 
motion!” 

Poswall’s move had been well- 
organized, and he was given the 
floor when Bob Southern, men’s 
representative, yielded it. 

Following a debate that includ- 
ed nearly everyone present, the 
vote was defeated and the chair’s 
ruling was upheld. Sax then said 
he would appeal. 

Other Business 

In other matters: 

1. The board heard a report from 
Sax on some of the programs that 
have been under fire in recent 
weeks. The student president re- 


ported the athletic board has adopt- 
ed standards set by coaches for 
allowing participants in intercol- 
legiate athletics. 

The athletic board also has of- 
fered KCRA television rights to 
Hornet football games for $1,500. 

2. Sax told the board no formal 
action can be taken on health serv- 
ices legislation, which was ap- 
proved by the State College trus- 
tees last week, because the third 
and fourth drafts of the proposi- 
tion were not completed in time 
for the trustees’ consideration. A 
60-day extension was given the 
group and the California State Col- 
lege Presidents’ Association to 
thoroughly study the measure. 

3. The Broadcasting Club and 
Friends of SNCC were approved 
by the board. 

4. Registrar Dean Landis ex- 
plained a new registration plan 
(see story this page).

Art Professor’s 
Book Published 


Space-Frame Experience in Art 
a book by Tarno Pasto, SSC pro- 
fessor in art and psychology re- 
cently was published and is now 
available to the public. 

A totally new concept in art 
is presented in the book, in which 
Pasto suggests art can be evaluated 
now rather than waiting for what 
he calls the “test of time.” 

He bases this on his thesis that 
man is a biological animal within 
his own space dimensions. 

Meaningful Terms 

Only when an artist adheres to 
man’s motor form within these 
space dimensions, can he express 
emotions in meaningful terms. 
Pasto maintains that emotions are 
evidenced as biological responses 
which the artist must portray. 

He rejects almost 99 percent of 
contemporary art on this basis be- 
cause he feels the present literal, 
intellectual, conforming view of 
art tends to bypass the motor struc- 
ture of the human being. 

Children, Pasto notes, have a 
natural insight into motor form. 
He can forsee a new group of 
Rembrandts and de Vincis if this 
new generation is trained to con- 
tinue with its natural birthright. 

15-Year Project 

Pasto spent almost 15 years 
formulating ideas for his book. A 
sabbatical leave from SSC in 1961 
permitted the actual writing of 
the book in Helsinki, Finland. 

Move than 250 art photographs 
from the Stone Age to the present 
are included, and Pasto evaluates 
them in reference to his theory. 

Pasto is an expert and consult- 
ant to the State Department of 
Mental Hygiene on phychotic art 
and has been a Fullbright Professor 
of Art and Psychology in Helsinki, 
a Ford Foundation Fellow, and a 
recipient of a National Institute 
of Mental Health Grant.

For Free Speech 


They called it a moral issue. A 
moral issue involving a constitu 
tional question. Should freedom 
of speech be abridged on a col- 
lege campus by the order of a 
group of men? 


It should not in the opinion of 
the leaders of last Friday's rally. 

While the rally made more noise 
than converts, their cause and 
their motives stir concern in the 
individual's mind. 


This concern was evinced by the 
actions of many of the hecklers 
in the crowd watching the rally 
Several got up on the impromptu 
platform and expressed their judg- 
ments about the rally and its 
cause, freedom of speech. 


One student called out for con- 
sideration of free speech limited 
by a sense of responsibility and 
legal limits. Others could not see 
the relevancy of limited free 
speech. They were for complete 
freedom of speech. Thus, they 
viewed the Berkeley Free Speech 
Movement as a blow for freedom 


This latter group included three 
students from Berkeley one of 
whom added that he was also up 
here to picket Governor Brown 


Other  udents liked the idea of 
free spe..h and enjoyed the free 
speech he had on this campus. But 
he too was concerned. He shout 
ed at the demonstrators that they 
were endangering their own free- 
dom of speech at SSC. 


“It could happen to me next,” 
said one of the Berkeley Students, 
Bob Lawson. He felt that they had 
no alternative but to demonstrate 
and engage in sit-ins on the Ber- 
keley campus. The administration 
has taken on the position as sole 
arbiter of the disputes on the Ber- 
keley campus, and there is no re- 
course to the courts but through 
demonstrations. Such was the 


opinion of these three students 
from Berkeley 
Meanwhile, the demonstrators 


continue their harangues at SSC 
and making noise. And the Board 
of Trustees of California State 
Colleges were still attempting to 
start their morning agenda. 

Ultimately, the students walked 
away. The demonstrators went 
downtown to make more noise, the 
students back to classes and think- 
ing.

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UC Decision 


For well over two months, the nation watched — with atti- 
tudes ranging from approval to disgust —- the explosive push 
of students at the University of California for “free speech.” The 
noisy, disruptive demonstrations have been halted for a time by 
the overwhelming vote of the UC Academic Senate, with liter- 
ally gave the Free Speech Movement everything it asked. Next 
Friday the matter will go before the UC Board of Regents for 
final determination. 

Among other things, the Academic Senate recommended 
dropping charges against the young philosophy student, Mario 
Savio, who led the fight that thrust the University into the head- 
lines in a manner it did not appreciate. Those with him also are 
to get off scot free. 

We would urge that the Board of Regents impose severe 
penalties against Savio and other key leaders of the p: otracted 
movement. We also would ask that the regents examine the 
disputed campus regulations in light of their own thoughts. 

The Hornet realizes students are idealistic, but there is a time 
for putting aside the tools of the youthful idealist and applying 
oneself to the task of learning — so that idealistic goals may be 
pursued later with the tools of the mature idealist, tools such as 
knowledge, experience in living, and the realization that the 
world never can be the way each of us wants it. 

If the regents are to allow student demonstrations to disrupt 
the business of education, and after all education is the primary 
purpose of the University, they will do a gross disservice to the 
taxpayers, the non-demonstrating students, the professors they 
employ, and to the great system that has been entrusted to them. 

We consider it the board’s duty to take a firm stand now, in 
an effort to halt once and for all the practice of student “strikes,” 
demonstrations and the like. 

Admittedly we are in no position to know the precise facts. 
But we most strongly object to such displays, in which students 
forsake their classrooms and their books to carry placards. The 
Hornet would hope that the Board of Regents will take a long, 
careful look at the situation. To “rubber-stamp” the Academic 
Senate recommendation would be nearly criminal.

Well, we're sorry to disappoint you stalwart crusaders, but 
the Hornet is not a hotbed of racism (some of us do lean to- 
wards free love, though), nor are we a “kept press” by “big 
business” that “controls” all the other papers in the State. 

Neither are we anti-beard or overly against things being small. 

We report what we see, and we happened to see a demon- 
stration. If a green cyclops was running around campus, we 
would say a green cyclops was seen on campus. If a man in the 
public eye wore glasses and was bald, it would be reported as 
such. If a man puts himself in the public eye, he is “fair game” 
for the press. If he weighed 400 pounds, we would consider it 
important to print it, even though it would hurt his feelings. 

We are not going to let prejudices sway us from the path of 
journalism, which is giving the facts. It was most convenient to 
identify Mr. Fisher as such, For we believed him worthy of 
identification, not for his beard or the pigments of his skin, but 
for what he said; so don’t be blinded, please.
